mountain children. Once readers have be- 
come accustomed to the novelist’s abrupt 


transitions, they will enjoy her sympathetic 
portrait of a misguided idealist bent on chang- 
ing native folkways.

The novelist sides with neither Indians nor 
whites in his story of fifteen-year-old John 
Butler, who in 1765 must decide whether he 
will return to the Tuscarawas Indians who 
captured him at four and adopted him as 
True Son, or stay with the white family to 
which he has just been restored. He goes 
back to his Indian family but when his tribe 
wishes to use him as a decoy to ambush 
whites, he refuses. Abandoned by the Indians 
and disgraced, he forth alone for the 
home of his white parents. The author tells 
his story in the simple and straightforward 
idiom of an Indian folk legend, and like his 
hero seems most at ease along the forest path.

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Life has been a succession of traps for young 
Cross Damon, Chicago Negro and student of 
existentialism, who has always felt himself 
an outsider, even among outsiders. When 
a mangled body is mistaken for his in a 
subway accident he takes on a new identity, 
to escape from an unhappy marriage, a bur- 
den of debts, and a charge of rape. He kills 
four men and causes the suicide of the white 


girl with whom he has fallen in love before 
he learns that every man, white or black. 
must commit himself to some ethical system. 
that not even Cross Damon can live beyond 
good and evil. The novel proves most re- 
warding when it introspects the problems 
of man’s isolation, freedom, and responsibility, 
less so when it relies on melodramatic ex- 
cesses to pump up reader interest

factual correctness, sincerity and honesty of purpose and to merit a place either as con- 
tributions to permanent literature or as outstandingly useful books in aiding the growth 
and development of people as citizens and individuals.” 


The selection was made by cooperating staffs of 56 libraries and was compiled under 


the direction of Miss Katherine E. Crumrine of the Carnegie Library, Pittsburgh,

served as chairman of the Notable Books of 1952 Committee. The list was presented to 
the A.L.A. Council on February 6, 1953 during the Midwinter meeting of the American 


Library Association.

Although her age, 
education, and background set her apart, 
her receptive attitude elicited confidences, 
out of which she has woven a moving doc- 
ument of human helplessness and misery. 
Few of the inmates were hampered by moral 
sense; prostitution, shoplifting, and drug ped- 
dling were casually described as “my line of 
work,” almost every prisoner had a strong 
religious faith, but few saw any connection 
between creed and action; broken homes, 
extreme poverty, and lack of love cropped 
up in most stories, readily accounting for 
warped values. The author commends the 
humane prison administration, but sees a 
need for psychiatrists, counseling, and prac- 
tical religious training.
